How, then, can the Pope aid Hitlerism 
in Spain, when Hitlerism has proved itself 
to be an enemy of the Catholic faith and its 
org nizations? 

How can the Vatican encourage the Nazi 
troops in ‘Spain, who are helping the fascist 
Franco, when the aim of Spanish fascism, 
the overthrow of democratic Spain, would 
give tremendous help to Hitler in Germany 
and would establish Hitler tyranny over the 
Spanish Catholics? Is this not to harm the 


interests of the Catholics the world over? 


For our country, the question confronts 
devout and thinking Catholics, how can the 
Church ally itself with the forces in Amer- 
ican life which would like to Hitlerize Amer- 
ica, the Hearsts, duPonts and Liberty 
Leaguers ? 

The right of Catholics to religious free- 
dom cannot be defended by quarreling with 
Fascism in Germany while nourishing it in 
other countries.

Instead of the rapid 
arms race, instead of the passage of so- 
called neutrality resolutions that inspire the 
Fascists to greater aggression, real collabo- 
ration for peace, with the peace forces of 
the world, would not only save the Amer- 
ican people billions they so urgently need 
for other purposes but would help to insure 
the maintenance of world peace. 

While talking about peace“ and neu- 

trality” as a means of maintaining the peace, 
the Senators are mocking the people by prov- 
ing they have not the slightest confidence 
in the efficacy of their so-called “peace” 
measures because they follow them up with 
increased expenditures for war.

A Fight to Enforce 
The 14th Amendment 


Have Negroes a legal right to the same 
educational opportunities as whites? 

The State of Tennessee says Nö.“ But 
William B. Redmond 2nd, 27-year-old Nash- 
ville Negro, backed by the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, has started a fight to change this un- 
constitutional edict. 

In a suit in Chancery Court Redmond is 
seeking the right to enter the University of 
Tennessee’s School of Pharmacy or to ob- 
tain separate state instruction. 

Attorneys General Edwin F. Hunt and 
W. C. Cook, replying for the state, uphold 
this vicious discrimination. on the ground 
that it is in compliance with the state Con- 
stitution and statutes which make it a mis- 
demeanor for Negroes and whites to attend 
the same classes. 

The state attorneys declare that Red- 
mond can attend Meharry College in Nash- 
ville, a Negro medical school, but admit that 
its School of Pharmacy has been discon- 


tinued since 1935! ae 


What the state is defending is its own. 
violation of the Fourteenth Amendment of 
the U. S. Constitution, which declares: 

“No state shall make or enforce any 
law which shall abridge the privileges or 


immunities of citizens of the United 


States.” 

That amendment is being consistently 
violated throughout the South. And conniv- 
ing in its violation is the Supreme Court, 
which has failed to use the Fourteenth 
Amendment to protect Negro rights, but has 
converted it into a device for protecting the 
property rights of big corporations. 

Will the gentlemen who have raised a 
hue and cry that President Roosevélt’s 
court reform plan seeks to circumvent the 
Constitution speak up for the constitu- 
tional right of William B. Redmond to at- 
tend a state pharmacy school? 

But much more is at stake than the right 
of an individual. The whole question of Ne- 
gro rights and civil liberties is involved -in 
this case. That is why the fight of Red- 
mond and the N.A.A.C.P. should receive the 
support of all progressives.

Salesgirls Explode 
A Long- standing Libel 
Those great philanthropists, the depart- 
ment store owners, have been given another 
good dose of medicine. 

The capital of Rhode Island has been the 
scene of their chastisement. 

In the nation-wide organization drive, the 
Committee for Industrial Organization had 
shut down 12 stores. The majority of the 
employes were getting the magnificent wage 
of less than $15 per week. They wanted 
more. They were determined to win the 
right to organize. 

But the department store owners were 
obdurate. They decided, with much sound 
and fury, to fight. Thereupon, the girls shut 
down 100 stores in Providence in a general 
sympathy strike. That was enough for the 
philanthropic owners. Yesterday they agreed 
to C. I. O. recognition; also, to a 10 per cent 
increase in wages for those earning $15 or 
less and to a 71% per cent increase for those 
earning more than $15. 

All through the country, the department 
store owners are being given similar sur- 
prises. In Detroit, the Woolworth girls sat 
down to victory. Then came the Crowley- 
Milner department store. In New York, the 
movement has only begun with the sit-downs 
that are the present subject of negotiations 
and conference. 

For years it was said that salesgirls 
would not organize. The decrepit American 
Federation of Labor leadership considered 
them unorganizable. The C. I. O. campaign is
